ASCENT OF MONT BLANC. 


The tullowing extract froma new publication, 
“The Stery of Mont Blane,’ by Albert Smith, 
* bose exbituiion has se long furmed one of the 
recent hiea-attractions of London, is interesting 
&s revealing the vagaries of the imagination, in. 
duced by fatigue and want of sleep, which one 
is liable to suffer from even under circum- 
stances of excitement and peril. Mr. Smith 
was near the summit of the mountain, aad the 
nightmare fit which he describes came on just 
ashe reached the last and most fearful portion 
ot the ascent 

“ My eyelids bad felt very heavy for the last 
hour; and, but for the absvlute mortal mecessity 
of keeping them widely open, | believe would 
have closed before this ; but now such « strange 
and irrepressible desire to go to sleep seized 
hold of me, that I almost fell fast off as I eat 
down for a few minutes on the snow to tie my 
shoes. But the foremost guides were on the 
march again, and I was compelled to go on 
with the caravan. From this point, on to the 
summit, for a space of two hours, I was in such 
@ sirapge state of mingled uncouscivasness and 
acute observativa—of combined sleeping and 
woking — that the old-fashioned word ‘ bewiteh- 
ed’ is the only one that | can apply to the 
complete contusion and upsetting of sense in 
which | found myself plunged. With the per- 
fect knowledge of where | was, and wha | 
was sbout—even with such caution as was re- 
quired to place my feet on particular places 
in the snow—1 conjured up such « set of ab- 
surd aed improbable phantoms about me, that 
the most spirit-ridden intruder upon « May. 
day festival on the Harts Mountains was never 
more beleag: i. Lam not sufth ly vers 
ed im the finer theories of the peyebology 
of sleep to know if euch a state might be; 
but I believe for the greater part of this bewil 
dering period I was fast asleep, with my eyes 
open, and through them the wandering brain 
received external impressions; in the same 
manner as, upon awaking, the phantasms of our 
dreams are sometimes carried on, and connected 
with objects about the chamber. It is very 
difficult to explain the odd sate in which I 
was, so t© speak, entangled. A great many 
people I knew in London were accompanying 
me, and calling after me, as the stones did af- 
ter Prince Pervis, in the Aretian Nights. Then 
there was some terribly elaborate affair that | 
could not settle, shout two bedsteads, the 
whole blame of which transaction, whatever it 
was, lay on my shoulders; aad then « literary 
friend came up, and told me he was sorry we 
could not pass over his ground on our way to 
the semmit, but that the King of Prussia had 
forbidden it. Everything was as foolish and 
unconnected as this, but it worried me painful 
ly; and my senses were under such little com- 
trol, aad | reeled and staggered about so, that 
when we had crossed the snow prairie, and ar. 
rived at the foot of an almost perpendicular 
wall of ice, four or five hundred feet high—tho 
terrible Mur de la Cote—up whieh we had to 
climb, I ext down again on the snow, and told 
Tairraz that I would not go any farther, but 
that they might leave me there if they pleased.”

Parsnips seem to be eaten with more relish 
than either turnips or potatoes, and sicid, in 
the raw state at least, greater amount of ma- 
triment. 

Avother advantage in cultivating parsnips is, 
that on a suitable soil—sand or loam, rich or 
well manared, and deep ploughed —« large 
growth may be secured. At the rate of 1,200 


busbels have been gathered from one acre of 


ground 

Parenips may be planted either ie spring, or 
in the latter part of summer, say in Angust or 
: . The ground should be well manu- 
red, mellow, and deeply ploughed, and the 
seed sown in drills, so as to have plants to thin 
out, while preserving them at about eight 
inches apart. This will probably require at 


about the rate of two pounds of seed te the 
acre. The drills should be two feet apart, and 


the space between well cultivated and kept 
clear of weeds. If sown in spring, the earlier 
the better. A large growth may be secured, 
however, by sowing the seed in September. 


There will be some considerable growth before 
the ground freezes up, and the growth will 
commence again as soom as the frost leaves the 


ground in the spring, which will continue 


throughout the whole season, of about twelve 
months; whereas, when sown in the spring, 
they can grow only eight or nine months.
